tactic by the abortion people because they fear 
this bill will be the overturn of Roe vs. Wade.” 

According to the bill, doctors would be allowed 
to end a pregnancy only in certain instances: in 
cases of rape, if the victim reported the rape to 
the authorities within seven days; in cases of 
incest, if the victim was under 18 and reported 
the incest to the authorities sometime before the 
abortion; in cases of “profound” fetal deformity in 
the judgment of a doctor; and in cases where a 
doctor believes the physical health of the woman 
would be threatened by completing the preg- 
nancy. The bill includes no provisions dealing 
with the woman’s mental health. 

The legislation dictates that doctors violating 
the provisions of the measure would be subject to 
civil fines of up to $10,000 and civil lawsuits from 
involved parties, such as parents of minor chil- 
dren and the father of the fetus. 

A woman who had an illegal abortion would not 
be subject to penalty under the new bill unless 
she had aborted the fetus herself — then she 
would be subject to'a $10,000 fine, according to 
the bill. 

The legislation will effectively make 95 percent 
of the 1,650 abortions performed yearly in Idaho 
illegal, said NOW spokeswoman Pam Hughes. 

If Andrus signs the bill, the legislation may 
face a statewide referendumas the Idaho chapter 
of NOW has already gathered 15,000 signatures 
to place an initiative on the ballot in November 
that would overturn the ban on abortion if it 
becomes law, Hughes said.

However, those who continue to 
hide will be “searched out, detained 
and be subject to criminal punishment 
in accordance with current law,” they

Red Army soldiers. on. Tuesday 
stormed two psychiatric hospitals in 
Lithuania to apprehend deserters. 
Witnesses said some of the deserters 
and a policeman who tried to stop the 
detentions were beaten. 

The Lithuanian prosecutoyr’s office 
said Thursday it had opened a crimi- 
nal investigation into the beating of 
the police officer. The republic’s Inte- 
rior Ministry said the policeman sus- 
tained a concussion. 

Lt. Gen. Frants Markovsky of the 
military General Staff told Tass that a 
special military commission had been 
set up to track down deserters. Soviet 
officials estimate 250 Lithuanian sol- 
diers have deserted. Lithuanian fig- 
ures put the number at about 900. 

Landsbergis, meanwhile, appealed 
again for the U.S. Congress to extend 
recognition to Lithuania, which was 
forcibly annexed by the Soviet Union 
in 1940. 

“Support for Lithuania is support 
for freedom and democracy in East- 
ern Europe,” he said in a telegram to 
congressmen and senators. “This sup- 
port would also undoubtedly help Mr. 
Gorbachev — it would stop him from 
making a great mistake.”

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Bush’s AIDS speech 
calls for compassion

WASHINGTON — President 
Bush declared his administration to 
be “on a wartime footing” against 
AIDS and called for compassion, not 
discrimination, toward people in- 
fected with the virus. 

“Our goal is to turn irrational fear 
into rational acts,” he said in his first 
major presidential address on AIDS. 
For Bush, it was an unusually per- 
sonal speech. 

In a Thursday address to the Na- 
tional Leadership Coalition on AIDS, 
he said that education is the key to 
curbing the spread of the deadly dis- 
ease. 

“Every American must learn what 
AIDS is and what AIDS is not,” he 
said. 

Bush presented no new policy ini- 
tiatives, instead spotlighting as un- 
precedented his proposed $3.5 billion 
in federal spending on AIDS re- 


‘search, treatment and education. 


AIDS activists dismiss the pro- 
posal — although it would drastically 
escalate the federal commitment to 
the fight against AIDS — as a small 
fraction of what is needed to find a 
cure and to treat victims. 

Bush vowed to press further re- 
search at the National Institutes of 
Health in Bethesda, Md., and the 
Centers for Disease Control in At- 
lanta. 

“We’re on a wartime footing at 


NIH and CDC. ‘Tonight, like every 
night, the lights, will burn late in 
Bethesda and Atlanta, as a group of 
American pioneers work to solve this 
problem.” 

Bush urged business executives in 
his audience not to fire employees in- 
fected with the HIV virus, the human 
immunodeficiency virus that causes 
AIDS. These people deserve the 
same compassion as others who are 
sick, he said. 

“There is only one way to deal with 
an individual who is sick — with dig- 
nity, compassion, care, confidential- 
ity and without discrimination,” he 
said. 

“Once disease strikes, we don’t 
blame those who are suffering. We 
don’t spurn the accident victim who 
didn’t wear a seat belt. 

“We don’t reject the cancer patient 
who didn’t quit smoking. We try to 
love them and care for them and com- 
fort them. We do not fire them or 
evict them or cancel their insurance,” 
he said. 

Bush urged Congress “to get on 
with the job of passing a law” to pro- 
hibit discrimination against people in- 
fected with AIDS or HIV. 

“We're in a fight against a disease, 
not a fight against people,” he said. 

The president said he and his wife, 
Barbara, have lost friends to the dis- 
ease. He said their love for those peo- 
ple was as intense as for anyone lost to 
heart disease.

BYU’s Honors Program commem- 
orated its 30th anniversary with a 
program bringing together all the di- 
rectors and deans since 1960 to reflect 
on its changes and progress. 

Robert K. Thomas, founder and 
original director of the Honors Pro- 
gram, said it started with humble be- 
ginnings. “All we had was a little sec- 
tion of the library for the honors 
students. We encouraged them all to 
contribute $20 to help fix it up,” he 
said. 

C. Terry Warner, director from 
1970-74, said the small size of the pro- 
gram helped create “a camaraderie 
among the students — it was a fam- 
ily.” 

The program saw big changes in 
the amount of women enrolled during 
the period Reba L. Keele was associ- 
ate director and then director. The

Iraq on threshold of missile capability 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Iraq’s drive to eclipse Israel as the Middle East’s 
paramount military power is gathering momentum, and its attempt to acquire 
trigger devices for nuclear weapons shows that the regional arms race has 
reached a new stage. 

Most analysts believe Iraq is still years away from producing a nuclear 
weapon. But, coupled with development of long-range missiles and chemical 
weapons, Iraqi efforts to acquire the trigger devices have raised concern that 
its nuclear program may be more advanced than anyone thought. 

The sophisticated devices are believed to be available only to a few major 
powers. 

The arrest of three people in London on Wednesday on accusations they 
were trying to smuggle the triggers. to Iraq was the latest in a chain of 
indicators that Iraq is capable of developing high-technology weapons. 

In December, Iraq surprised other nations by launching a rocket it said 
could be used to put.a satellite into space. It also claims to have developed 
missiles with a range of 750 miles. 

Both incidents demonstrated the advances the Iraqis have made. 

But Western Intelligence sources said the rocket launch was less successful 
than at first believed. They said the rocket flew for just over two minutes, 
reaching an altitude of 12 1/2 miles before plunging back to earth. 


Policeman was ‘public figure’, says court 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Supreme Court has ruled in favor of a 
local television station and a reporter being sued for defamation by a Salt Lake 
City police officer who shot and killed a man. 

The justices agreed with attorneys for KTVX Channel 4 and reporter John 
Harrington that the police officer, David Madsen, was a public figure under 
the law, upholding 8rd District Court Judge Homer F. Wilkinson’s earlier 
finding. 

Harrington reported that Madsen had a poor record with the police depart- 
ment; that the officer was in the process of being fired or removed from the 
department, and that he had fired his weapon in violation of police policies. 

KTVX attorney Robert M. Anderson said the partial summary judgment in 
the case was challenged before the trial could proceed. Now, with Madsen 
considered a public figure, to win his case the officer will have to show the 
court not only that the reporter’s statements were false, but also that they 
were made with malice. 


Doctor on probation over liposuction 


PROVO — State regulators have ignored a physicians licensing board’s 
advice in placing the license of a Provo physician on probation following 
allegations of unprofessional conduct in performing liposuctions. 

The physicians licensing board has recommended dismissal of the charges, 
which involved complaints by two women. 

Dr. David Harrison Broadbent, a specialist in obstetrics and gynecology, 
who began performing liposuction — the removal of excess fat through suction 
—five years ago. Since then he has performed up to 35 of the procedures, state 
documents show. 

Following the complaints, a petition challenging his license was filed by the 
state Division of Occupational and Professional Licensing. 

The first case involved a woman who requested the procedure as a way to 
lose weight. Although Broadbent advised her to try other ways of losing 
weight, documents show, he eventually elected to perform the surgery after 
the patient repeatedly requested it. 


Bonneville Co. to be sold by Saturday 


SALT LAKE CITY — Bonneville Telecommunications will be sold to 
Broadcast International Inc. under an agreement that sets Saturday as the 
closing date for the deal, company officials say. 

The sale was announced jointly Thursday by Bonneville Telecommunica- 
tions’ parent company, Bonneville International Corp., and Broadcast Inter- 
national. No purchase price was released. 

“Broadcast International approached us some time ago,” said BTC Vice 
President Bruce Reese. “They felt the operations of BTC fit well with the 
point-to-multipoint data distribution system of Broadcast International.” 

Broadcast International President Dwight Egan said the new acquisition 
will operate as a separate subsidiary of the company, which distributes “time- 
sensitive” business information via satellite, x, 

Bonneville Telecommunications transmits mainly financial market data, 
and is best known for its coverage of trading news from the commodities 
market to farming interests. 


U.S. 3rd world trip angers Appalachians 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. — A San Francisco travel agency’s plans to 
sponsor a nine-day “Third World in America” tour have riled Appalachian 
tourism directors. 

For $500, Global Exchange will take participants on.an excursion through 
Virginia, West Virginia and Tennessee on June 17-25 to see impoverished 
families and crumbling coal mining towns. 

“T suggest that those folks could save a lot of money and get a great dose of 
Third World reality simply by walking through the barrio in Los Angeles,” 
West Virginia Commerce Commissioner John Brown said Wednesday. 

Global Exchange, which has been in business for 1 1/2 years, specializes in 
“awareness” tours to such countries as Haiti, the Dominican Republic and 
Brazil. Appalachia will be the agency’s first domestic trip. 

‘What brings a place alive and what makes it so interesting are the people 
who live there and the problems they’re confronting,” tour coordinator Laurie 
Adams said Wednesday. “People would want to see how they are dealing with 
unemployment and environmental problems.”

China’s 
army was on red alert and ready to 
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GERRITT GONG 
strike at any time. 

It was a miracle, said Gong, when 
at 2 a.m. the next morning the army 
was taken off of red alert status. Had 
the army struck back against the 
crowds at that time, the amount of 
casualties would have been much 
greater than they were on June 4th. 
(The unofficial estimate is between 
2,500 and 3,000 casualties. ) 

There were a few major reasons for 
what happened at Tiananmen Square 
last summer. One is that Chinese 
leaders were afraid, said .Gong. 
Secret polls showed that there was a 


dangerously high level of bitterness 
and dissatisfaction with the govern- 
ment. The money supply in China had 
quadrupled, causing 20 percent to 30 
percent inflation. People with almost 
no educational background were mak- 
ing more money than university pro- 
fessors, brain surgeons and high gov- 
ernment officials, for example, said 
Gong. 

Women were afraid to walk to and 
from work alone because of the lack of 


- security. Also, incidents like one in 
| which a cab driver was killed for a few 
_ American dollars were common. Ac- 
/ cording to the Chinese people, the 


Communist Party wanted “your 
taxes, your grain and your unborn 
child,” he said. 

So, when the people took to the 
streets in protest, their primary pur-. 
pose was to rally for badly-needed re- 
forms in their country and not so 
much for an ideological idea, said 
Gong. “This is not the revolution we 
fought for” was the rallying cry for 
most of those who marched at Tianan- 
men. 

Although the way the United 
States handled the incident at Tianan- 
men Square has been ridiculed as 
morally outrageous, Gong feels that 
U.S. reactions were appropriate.

Education majors may be required 
to fulfill more hours of general educa- 
tion to graduate, said the newly ap- 
pointed chair of the Elementary Edu- 
cation Department. 

“We want a larger knowledge base 
for our teachers. We will come up 
with creative ideas and ways for this 
increase, but one way this could done 
is by requiring more GE. The end 
result will be better educated teach- 
ers,” said Paul M. Hollingsworth, 
whose appointment is effective May 
1 


Hollingsworth replaces James W. 
Dunn, who plans to return to full-time 
teaching and research after serving 
nearly seven years as chair. 

Hollingsworth said he will reorga- 
nize other aspects of the department 
as well. “We will appoint two coordi- 
nators, one for undergraduates and 
one for graduates. 

“This undergraduate coordinator 
will not only administer that pro- 
gram, but will be curriculum adviser. 
The graduate coordinator will create 
two new master’s programs — a Mas- 
ter’s of Education and a Master’s of 
Learning,” said Hollingsworth. 

He said the department also plans 
to institute a doctorate program. This 
will be a cooperative between the Ed- 
ucation Department and the Instruc- 
tional Science Department,

Hollingsworth said. “We are taking 
the strengths of two departments to 
make a professor-type doctorate.”

Former student fulfills dream 
by opening Mexican restaurant

Spanish speaking returned mis- 
sionary Lenn Bell put: his biology de- 
gree and dental school plans: on‘ the 
back shelf and used his school money 
to fund a dream: his own taco shop, 
“Lenitos.” 

“It feels so good now. I have no 
regrets about dental school. I have 
always thought about starting an au- 
thentic Mexican restaurant here in 
Provo. I’ve been-addicted to this kind 
of food my whole life growing up in 
San Diego, Calif.,” said Bell, a former 
BYU student and San Diego State 
graduate. 

Bell worked in a taco shop in San 
Diego and studied the successful busi- 
ness franchises of McDonalds, 
Wendy’s and Taco Bell before plot- 
ting his own venture. 

“T got reversed discrimination — a 


‘ white guy wanting to work at a Mexi- 


can restaurant. I even told them I’d 
work for free. I finally got a job after 


_ 80 applications,” he said. 


Bell believes that his $20,000 in- 
vestment has great money-making 
potential. 

“They told me that starting a 
restaurant for under $80,000 was lu- 
dicrous, but I’ve done it. Rubio’s, a 
taco stand in San Diego, makes 
$90,000 a month. They grossed $4 mil- 
lion last year from six stores. My goal 
is to have another shop within one 
year near the University of Utah.” 

Bell prides in the quality of the 
food. His Spanish cooks prepare fresh 
salsa, handmade flour tortillas and 
chips daily. 

Ed McFarland, a 23-year-old senior 
majoring in Spanish from Springfield, 
Va., said the tacos taste just like 
those in Mexico. McFarland, a re- 
turned missionary from Madrid, 
Spain, ordered a fish taco in Spanish. 

After taking a bite of his lunch, he 
said, “Just like Rubio’s.” 

“It’s the best Mexican food in the 
valley and the most authentic,” said 
Jessica McCann, a 22-year-old senior 
majoring in public relations from 
Seattle, Wash. 

Only one of the six employees at 
“Lenitos” speak English. Bell adver- 
tised in the paper for women who 
could cook authentic Mexican food 
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and didn’t have to speak English. 
Strangely enough one of the hired ap- 
plicant’s son was baptized by Bell dur- 
ing his mission in Puerto Rico. “With- 


out Spanish there is no way'I-could & 
run’ this business!‘ All of my ‘whole- © 


salers, cooks, literally every deal I’ve 
made has been in Spanish,” Bell said. 

Bell’s. customers are primarily 
Southern California BYU students, 
Spanish speaking returned mission- 
aries and the Spanish community in 
the valley.

WASHINGTON — Ten years of 
weather satellite data show no evi- 
dence of global warming from the 
greenhouse effect, scientists said 
Thursday. But they added that it will 
take at least another decade of mea- 
surements to draw a firm conclusion. 

The data, collected from 1979 
through 1988 by the TIROS-N series 
of weather satellites, prove that the 
Earth’s temperature can be mea- 
sured accurately by instruments 
probing the atmosphere from space, 
two scientists say in a paper to be 
published Friday in Science. 

“We found that the Earth’s atmo- 
sphere goes through fairly large year- 
to-year changes in temperature, and 
over that 10-year period we saw no 
long term warming or cooling trend,” 
said Roy W. Spencer, of the Marshall 
Space Flight Center in Huntsville, 

la. 


. Spencer’s co-investigator,JohnR:. 


‘Christy of the University of Alabama,” 


Huntsville, said that there were tem- 
perature swings “that can be quite 
dramatic” during the decade, but, on 
a global basis, the thermal changes 
tended to even out. 

“The northern hemisphere goes up 
slightly during those 10 years and the 
southern hemisphere goes down 
slightly,” said Christy. “The net ef- 
fect for the globe is basically zero.” 

Detecting a climate trend, the sci- 
entists said, will take at least another 
decade of satellite measurements. 
Christy said satellite measurements 
are continuing. 


High schools 
add Russian, 
Japanese 

to curriculum

The days are numbered for French, 
German and Spanish as the only for- 
eign language options for Utah Valley 
high school students. 

“Americans are language illiterate, 
and when we do learn a language it 
has limited usefulness,” said Art Bur- 
nah, a Provo High School French 
teacher. 

However, within two years, Rus- 
sian will be taught in 12 Utah Valley 
high schools and Japanese has already 
developed a following at two Provo 
high schools, Burnah said. 

BYU has played a crucial role in the 
creation of both language programs. 
For the first year of Japanese classes, 
BYU was able to provide a half-salary 
grant to BYU student interns teach- 
ing Japanese, said Masakazu Watabe, 
Asian and Near Eastern Languages 
department chair. / 

“Tn preparing our graduates to be- 
come Japanese language teachers — 
this on-the-job training is valuable to 
us,” Watabe said. 

A partnership between five Utah 
Valley school districts and the BYU 
Department of Education has been 
instrumental in qualifying high school 
teachers to teach Russian, said Don 
Jarvis, BYU Russian instructor. 

“Though we aren’t arguing the 
value of learning French, German and 
Spanish, there is a definite need for 
language diversification in American 
high schools,” Jarvis said. 

Currently, Provo City School Dis- 
trict teachers take a Russian lan- 
guage class three days a:week and 
plan to implement 12 Russian pro- 
grams in the fall of 1992. 

Japanese was introduced two years 
ago, when high school administrators 
did a student interest survey that re- 
veals a strong demand for Japanese 
and other language courses, Watabe 
said. 

Sixty students are enrolled in 
Japanese courses at Timpview High 
School and 70 at Provo High School. 
“It’s a good start and I’m confident 
that enrollment will continue to 
grow,” Burnah said. 

Watabe said learning Japanese or 
any non Indo-European language can 
be beneficial to students. “When stu- 
dents learn a non Indo-European lan- 
guage it gives them a better idea of 
what language is about,” he said. 
“They have to learn entirely new con- 
ceptualization, as well as a different 
set of grammar and writing symbols. 
They learn a lot more about that par- 
ticular culture.”
